Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest an optical recording medium comprising a substrate, 
a reflective layer, a recording layer, and an optical layer formed of a material different from the 
substrate where the medium has a radial deviation of les the or equal to about 1.15 degrees at a 
radius of 55mm when exposed to humidity over time. The closest prior art, US 5,053,288 discloses 
a medium comprising a substrate, a dielectric layer, a recording layer, an organic protective layer, and 
an inorganic protective layer where the tilt of the medium is negligible when exposed to humidity 
over time.
